Many times an old mower is dis­ 
carded as worn out when a little time 
and money spent in replacing worn 
parts and adjusting the machine would 
put it in first-class shape again, it is 
pointed out by R. I. Shawl of the farm 
mechanics department, college of agri­ 
culture, University of Illinois. 
Mower 
troubles can be classed under three 
main heads, namely : heavy draft, side 
draft and uneven or ragged stubble. 
Ileavy draft is caused from tack ot 
lubrication, dull sick le, wear and side 
draft due to improper adjustment of 
the cutter liar parts, 
'»’lie cutter bat 
with the sick le and other cutting parts 
is i he chief source of trouble. 
Si<h 
draft is due to a dragging hack on the 
cutter bar of the uncut hay or grass 
and insufficient tension on the sup 
porting spring to the cutter bar. 
A 
dull sick le in a properly adjusted cut­ 
ter bar will not give side draft. 
"In adjusting the cutter bar parts 
see that the guards are all in line. 
A 
hammer may he used to drive the 
guards back in line. The ledger plates 
must be held in place tightly and the 
edges must be sharp. 
The clips must 
hold the sick le sections down against 
the ledger plate so that the cutting 
will 
be done 
without chewing the 
stalk s. 
The sick le sections should al­ 
way s center in the guards at the end 
of each strok e. 
"Sick le break ing is a trouble expe­ 
rienced In some mowers and is usually 
due to the worn condition of the wear­ 
ing plates, dips and guides that hold 
the sick le head in place. 
Adjustments 
for tak ing up this.w ear are provided 
on all mowers.”

Words Set to Music. 


Dr. Gilmore, in his own account of 
the writing of the hymn, sa id; 
As a young man I was supplying 
for a couple of Sundays the pulpit of 
the First Baptist church in Phila del­ 
phia. 
At the midweek 
service— on 
the twenty-sixth 
of March, 
18(51— 1 
set out to g ive the people an exposi­ 
tion of the twenty-third Psalm , which 
I had given before on three or four 
occa sions; but this time I did not get 
further than the words, ‘lie leadeth 
me.’ Those words look hold of me a s 
they had never done before. 
I saw 
in them a significance and beauty of 
which I had never dreamed. 
At the close of the m eeting a few 
Of 
us 
kept 
on 
talking 
about 
the 
thought I had em phasized; and then 
and there, on a blank page of the 
brief from which I had intended to 
speak, I penciled the hymn, handed 
ft to my w ife ami thought no more 1 
about it. 
“ it occurred to her m onths a fter­ 
ward to send the hymn to a paper 
published in 
Boston, where it was 
printed. 
It a ttracted the a ttention of 
W illiam B. Bradbury, who slig htly 
modified the refrain and set the hymn 
to the music which has done so much 
to promote its popularity. 


Hears His Hymn Sung. 
“ I did not know until 1805 that my 
hymn had been set to music. 
I went 
to Rochester to preach as a ca ndidate 
before the Second Baptist church. Go­ 
ing into their chapel on the day that 
I reached the city, I took up a hymnal 
to see what they sang, and opened it 
at my own hymn, ‘H e Leadeth Me.* 
I accepted it a s an indication of divine 
guidance, and have no doubt I was 
rig ht.” 
J oseph H. Gilmore was horn in Bos­ 
ton, April 29, 1834, the sou of J oseph 
Albree 
Gilmore, 
governor 
of 
New ‘ 
Hampshire from 
1803 10 1805. 
He ! 
was 
educated 
at 
Phillips-Andover ■ 
academy, Brown university, and New­ 
ton Theological seminary. 
Professor Gilmore taught at Newton 
one year and then became pastor of 
the Baptist church at Fisherville, N. 
H. 
He was ca lled to the Second Bap­ 
tist church of Rochester in 1805 and 
occupied the pulpit for two yea rs. He 
wa s then appointed to the chair of 
Eng lish la ng ua g e and litera ture at the 
University of Rnoliester. 
He retired

Many times an old mower is dis­ 
carded as worn out when a little time 
and money spent in replacing worn 
parte and adjusting the machine would 
put it in first-class shape again, it is 
pointed out by IL I. Shawl of the farm 
mechanics department, college of agri­ 
culture, University of illinois. 
Mower 
troubles can be classed under three 
main heads, namely: heavy draft, side 
draft and uneven or ragged stubble. 
Heavy draft Is caused front hick of 
lubrication, dull sickle, wear and side 
draft due to Improper adjustment of 
the cutter liar parts, 
The cutter Ital 
with the Sickle and other cutting parts 
is the chief source of trouble. 
Sub 
draft is due to a dragging back on the 
cutter bar of the uncut hay or grass 
and insufficient tension on the sup 
porting spring to the cutter bar. 
A 
dud sickle in a properly adjusted cut* 
tor bar will not give sole draft. 
“In adjusting the cutter bar parts 
see that the guards are all in line. 
A 
immmer may he used to drive the 
guards back in line. The ledger plates 
must bo field in place tightly and the 
edges must he sharp. 
The clips roust 
hold the sickle sections down against 
the ledger plate so that the cutting 
will 
be done 
without 
chewing the 
stalks. 
The sickle sections should al­ 
ways center in the guards at the end 
of each stroke. 
“sickle breaking is a trouble expe­ 
rienced in some mowers and is usually 
due to the worn condition of the wear- 
,n& plates, clips and guides that hold 
the sickle head In place. Adjustments 
for taking up this w e a r are provided 
on all mowers." 


Efficient and Uniform 
Toxicity Made for Rats 
According to results of experiments 
conducted jointly by the bureaus of 
biological survey and chemistry of the 
knifed States Department of Agricul­ 
ture, a powder can be made from dried 
red-squill bulbs which has an efficient 
and uniform toxicity for rats, but at 
the same time apparently does not un­ 
duly endanger human beings or do­ 
mestic animals. 
The use of powdered red squill for 
the destruction of rats is comparative­ 
ly recent in this country, although the 
poison lins been in limited use in Eu­ 
rope for centuries.

Ordinarily it should be cut in 
September. 
It can be cut as late as 
October I, if the weather at that time 
is suitable for curing the hay. 
The 
crop need not be cut any higher than 
any other hay crop.

the late summer, 
the 
sweet 
clover plants form 
numerous large 
buds at the crowns which produce the 
next year’s crop, and after these buds 
are well formed the sweet clover is 
ready for tile winter, and taking off 
the season’s growth does not Injure 
it.

Wheat bran, 20 to 25 pounds; paris 
green or sodium fluoride, I pound: 
cheap molasses, 2 pounds, and water 
2 gallons. Early fall plowing of grass 
and pasture land bits the worms iii 
their weakest spot, however, as it 
destroys a large part of the available 
food supply for lute fall and early 
spring feeding.

W HERE “N ELLIE GRAY’’ 
W AS W HITTEN. 
Two Ohio villages have long "been 
in dispute as to which is the birth­ 
place of the famous ballad, “ D arling 
Nellie G ray,” w ritten 
by Benjamin 
R. Hanby. 
W esterville and Rushville 
both lay claim to the honor and each 
appears to have excellent evidence, 
so 
the controversy 
has 
continued. 
Mr?. Vi»;ginit Book, 86 years old, a 
lifelong resident of Rushville and a 
form er pupil in 
the 
school 
where 
Hanby tau g h t was an intim ate friend 
of Hanby’s 
sister. 
Mrs. Book 
said 
she often visited at the home where 
Hanby lived while teaching 
school 
and often saw’ Hanby working on the 
ballad. 
“While he was composing ‘Nellie 
G ray’ ’’she said, “he would frequent­ 
ly tell our class about the verse he 
was working on a t the tim e. 
Often 
he would w rite a few lines of a verse 
in class and m any tim es I saw him 
working in the little building after 
school 
had been 
dismissed. 
When 
Hanby completed the song he taught 
it to the class 
by pointing 
out the 
words on the blackboard. 
I led the 
class when the ballad was first sung.” 
On the other hand, Mrs. Cornelia 
Comings of G irard, Kansas, a form er 
resident of W esterville, in an a rti­ 
cle published in the Ohio M agazine in 
1906, asserted th at she recalled the 
initial singing of 
the song 
a t the 
Hanby home in Westerv ille. 
“ I well rem em ber the first tim e I 
heard it,” she said. 
“ We were a t a 
gathering in Rev. Mr. H anby’s home 
one evening. 
We always had music 
at such tim es. 
At last I was called 
upon to listen 
to a song 
by young 
Hanby. 
I adm ired it very much and 
then Ben told me it was intended for 
m e.”— K ansas City Star.

main heads, namely: heavy draft, aide 
draft and uneven or ragged stubble. 
Heavy draft Is caused from lack of 
lubrication, dull sickle, wear and side 
draft due to improper adjustm ent ut 
the Clitter bar parts. 
The cutter bai 
with I he sickle and other cutting parts 
is Hie chiel source of trouble. 
Shit 
draft is due to a dragging back on tile 
cutter bar of the uncut hay or grass 
and insufllcient tension on the sup 
porting spring to the cutter bar. 
A 
Hull sickle in a properly adjusted cut 
tor bar will not give sole draft. 
“In adjusting the cutter bar parts 
see that the guards are a1! in line. 
A 
hammer may he used to drive the 
guards back in line. The ledger plates 
must be held in place tightly and the 
edges must be sharp. 
The clips must 
hold the sickle sections down against 
the ledger plate so that the cutting 
will 
he done 
without 
chewing the 
stalks. 
The sickle sections should al­ 
ways center in the guards at the end 
of each stroke. 
“Sickle breaking Is a trouble expe­ 
rienced in some mowers and is usually 
due to the worn condition of Hie wear­ 
ing plates, clips and guides that hold 
Hie sickle head in place.

September.

crop need not be cut any higher than 
any other hay crop.
